Radical Leaders, Senator* 


Assert in Debate 


Washington, D. C., March 22. — 


yearnings that the people of the Pacific 
northwest, tired of I. \V. W. activity, 
might take the law into their own 
hands to suppress traitorous conduct; 
charges that the government Itself has 
"coddled" tho leaders; and predictions 
that sabotage and other hampering 
actions to embarrass the government 
air craft program are likely to break 
out in tho spring and summer, fea- 
tured the senate debate yesterday on 
the administration bill to empower the 
government to commandeer timber 
and conduct logging operations.

given practically to everybody who 
asked Tor them. Later they were re- 
stricted to one saloon or hotel to a 
definite population. Afterwards the 
per capita quota, was increased, and 
for many years the privilege of. no- 
license has been one which by a ma- 
jority vote any township could claim. 
On that basis the matter stood until 
a. year ago, when the- present amend- 
ed law was -passed, and now all cities 
ot the second and third class have the 
same rights as the townships in the 
matter of license or no-license. It is

Details of the maratorium recei.tly 


enacted by congress for soldiers and 
sailors in the service of the -United 
States were made public yesterday by 
the Local Board. The law, entitled 
the- Civil Relief Act, was approved 
by the President March 3, :.nd is de- 
signed to allay any excessive hard- 
ship In a financial way to the man 
who has sacririliccd his all for the 
welfare jf his country. 


The carrying out of the provisions of 


the act will be done through the co- 
operation 'of 
courts 
of 
competent 


jurisdiction, the Local Boards, and 
the Red Cross. 
It is also designed to 


prevent any dissatisfaction upon the 
part of the civilian parties concerned 
through being unable to secure trieir 
desired dues through the law. 


How the law may help the soldier 


or sailor is explained in a short 
statement made by Provost Marshal 
Crowder in which he said: 


'To avoid 
serious hardships by 


thousands of men who have made the 
great sacrifice of giving their all for 
f.eir country, and in view of the wis- 
dom 
of 
forestalling 
dissatisfaction 


that might arise, or hardships due! 
to inability to bring lawsuits." the 
law has been enacted. 
It protects in- 


terested parties in cases similar to the 
following: 


"A soldier or sailor may owe money 


on a note; he may have bought or 
leased land or tools or furniture on 
which an installment is yet clue; he 
may have mortgaged his home and 
be liable to foreclosure for nonpay- 
ment; he may have started a home- 
stead or mining claim and be un- 
ablo to continue the necessary occu- 
pation in the required period of time; 
he may have carried life insurance

Calvin H. Huson Urges Aiding 


Farmers to Secure Ade- 


quate Help 


OPEN IlABOR BUREAU HERE. 


P. R. Bennett of MUford Placed at 


Head \\lth Temporary 
Offices at 


v Chamber of ^Commerce — Professor 


Btodsctt of Tractor School Advises 
on Buying Tractors — Large and 
Enthusiastic Attendance. 
\ 


Another evidence of the success of 


the tractor school, which has been in 
session in this city for tlu past week, 
was shown last night by the large and 
interested audience at Municipal hall 
to listen to the addresses, principal 
of which was that of Calvin J. Huson 
of the Food commission. 


County Agent Floyd S. Barlow cull- 


ed the meeting to order and introduc- 
ed Mayor A. E. Ceperley, who, refer- 
ring to his early days on the farm, 
made comparisons 
of 
present day 


farming. 
He then introduced Prof. 


W. K. Blodgett, of the farm engineer- 
ing department 
of 
Cornell college, 


who has been conducting: the school 
here. Mr. Btodgett gave some whole- 
some advice to the prospective buy- 
ers of tractors and urged everyone 
owning a. tractor also to help their 
neighbors who might be less fortu- 
nate.'" 


Frank II. Smith, president of the 


Otsego l-'aim bureau, gave a brief 
talk upon the duties as he saw them, 
of the farmer, and commended in 
most emphatic terms the wonderful 
amount of good being accomplished 
by the farm bureau and the federated 
organizations. 


Calvin J. Hu=on, who is director' of 


the bureau of production of the Food 
commission, made an earnest appeal 
to the farmers of the state to be loya! 


j to their country's call. 
He outlined 


what the Food commission is trying 
to do and spoke with much certainty 
of what the farmer was facing in the 
demand foV farm labor. 
By figures 


the speaker showed that there were 
30,000 less men employed 
on 
the 


farms than a year ago, and that while 
some had enlisted and gone to the 
fronl, that, due to the higher salaries 
paid by the manufacturers for the 
last ten years, farm help has been 
growing less available until now a 
condition exists that is alarming and 
the cities and the towns must rise to 
the emergency, and 
furnish 
for a 


time at least, the men who are farm 
bred and rrtarn them for the harvest- 
ing of the crops. 


The speaker stated that he expect- 


ed, before leaving Oneonta to com- 
plete arrangements through the co- 
operation of Mr. Barlow for a labor 
bureau from which help could be se- 
cured for the farmer. 
If Oneonta. 


d"oes not furnish the requisite number 
she \\ill be the only hamlet in the 
state that has fallen down in dii^ 
task, said Mr. Huson. 
The soldiers 


abroad 
and 
the Allies and 
their 


families must be fed, continued the 
speaker, and he admonished all to be 
patient, that patience sometimes was 
patriotic, an'l in these troublesome 
times there were no pal ty lines or 
political parties, but just Americans ! 


Before Mr. Iluson of the Food com- 


mission left Oneonta last night he had 
perfected arrangements for the open- 
ing of a labor bureau in Otsego 
county. 


P. Tt. Bennett, of Milford, who has 


been appointed State Labor Specialist,

Chamber of Commerce rooms in this 
city. It will take some time to per- 
fect his organization and pending that 
arrangement the Chamber of Com- 
merce will be Mr. Bennett's head- 
quarters.

IOK CARRIES AWAY 
DAM 
AT 


POWER HOUSE AND POR- 


TION OF WHEELHOUSE. 


Company Must Rely upon Steam Pow- 


er Until New I>am C«u Bo Con- 
structed, Which W1H Require Time 
and Large Outlay, 
Heavy floats of ice, some of them 


as large nearly as tho tloor space of 
an ordinary store,,moving out of the 
reservoir of the Oneonta .Light and 
Power company at Kast End late on 
Thursday damaged the dam at the 
power house severe!}. A lirsfit was 
thought* that perhaps the dam wguld 
withstand the pressure and remain 
sufficiently intact that it cuuld iJe re- 
paired. 
Tho ice, however, continued 


to movo in large floats and during the 
night it swept away about 40 feet of 
the dam completely, leaving only the 
extreme south end intact. 
This de- 


stroyed the water power of the com- 
pany and left it with no alternative 
but to^ rely upon its 
sieam power, 


which fortunately is in first-class con- 
dition and sufficient to carry the load 
of the city. The company will, it is 
believed, as soon as the spring fresh- 
ets are over, commence the construc- 
tion of a new conciote dam with a 
modem wheel house ample to utilize 
the water to its utmost. It will re- 
quire ceaseless activity it this is to be 
completed before ne.\t winter. 


The damage to the plant will reach 


into the thousands of dollars, no one 


i yesterday being willing to estimate the 
! amount. "What the new dam and wa- 
ter wheels with new generators which 
the company had planned will cost un- 


j der the conditions is problematical. 
The company had plans last summer 
! for all the improvements which will 


I be necessitated now with the exception 


I of the new dam, but was unable to se- 


i cure anyone who would do the work._ 
i The General Electric and 
AV^sting- 


j house concerns both refused to cons: I- 
| er doing the work. Finally the com- 
| pany effected a contract with the. 
Western Electric, but that contract 
was later cancelled, the contracting 
firm finding that it was unable to at- 
tempt the task. 


The ice in the electric reservoir has 


usually 
become 
honeycombed and 


broken up before it moved out in the 
spring and has done littl . damage in 
former years. It, however, was be- 
tween 24 and 36 inches thick and when 
it started to break up on Thursday it 
moved in large pieces. One ci the first 
floats broke out a small section of the 
dam and succeeding movements com- 
pleted the work. Early Friday morn- 
ing one movement of the ice tore out 
the Humes leading to the water wheels 
and tore away with them also • the 
southeast corner of 'he wheel house. 
This put the water power out of bus- 
iness entirely and it was several hours 
before the power coukl be restored. 


Manager Sellers yesterday while un- 


able to state what tho company would 
do, said that the steam power is suffi- 
cient to meet the needs of the city and 
is in excellent working order. 
While 


steps wil" doubtless be taken for prompt 
replacement with the new wheels plan- 
ned for last year, there is doubt of 
ability to secure the necessary material 
and labor without delay. As soon as 
the water will permit work will un- 
doubtedly commence.

A BULLETIN FROM LOS ANGELES 


E. A. Strong Writes Entertainingly of 


California Climate, .Politics, 
and 


Prohibition — Former and I»reseut 


/ Otseguus la Pacific Winter Resort. 


Editor Star: This has 
cer&Unly 


been a wonderful winter in California. 
In fact, until very recently, we hail 
not realized it was winter, as weeks 
and months of days of bright sun- 
shina, with only an inch of rain from 
early Hay until the middle of Febru-, 
ary made the whole state ideal for 
the thousands of Eastern tourists to 
travel everywhere by auto over the 
finest roads In the United States. 


But -we have needed rain and, at 


last, the season's rainfall 
started, 


February 17th, and 
twelve 
inches 


have given the whole state such a 
thorough soaking that ample crops 
of grain seem assured. Fortunately, 
the ranchers had used traction en- 
gines to plow hundreds of thousands 
oC acres of sun-baked soil, a portion 
<^f it was seeded down and the first 
rain started growth of the much- 
needed grain. 


Have noticed that Oneonta Is to 


vote out the liquor business In April. 
That is, the voters, including the wo- 
men, will do it. if they are reading the 
signs of the times and will profit by 
the experience of such cities as Den- 
ver and Seattle which were forced in- 
to unwilling prohibition by the voters 
of the states, in spite of large majori- 
ties in those cities for continuation of 
the liquor business. As we recall, the 
fight was renewed next year and those 
same cities gave larger majorities to 
continue dry than the previous ma- 
jorities for the wets. 


The election in this city, last No- 


vember, when the saloons and liquor 
houses were voted out of business by 
a two-thirds majority, seemed to be 
considered as a. business proposition 
fully as much as the ethical one.

A. Steiner, now at the head of the de- 
partment of applied Christianity in an i 
Iowa college at Grinnell, brought lust 
evening to an Oneonta audience at the 
Uigii school auditorium, the results of 
much study and observation and of a 
ripe experience. Announced last Octo- 
ber to speak on "The Russian Revolu- 
tion," the changing history 
of .the 


world since then has made desirable 
another topic, 
and 
accordingly 
he 


spoke upon "Nationalized America." 
'it was a theme which li-j was as well 
qualified as anyone in the country, 
perhaps, to talk upon; anil better able 
to shape into such coin of verbal ut- 
terance as to make it long current in 
the mind and in the speech of his 
hearers. 


Felicitously introduced by Superin- 


tendent George J. Dann. Dr. Steiner 
began his address by saying that it is 
difficult for one to speak or for others ! 
to listen when their hearts are else- 
where and their spirits 
bowed, and 


followed with a brief but graphic pic- 
ture of present 
conditions in 
an 


erstwhile peaceful world. To the three 
questions so often asked—the who, 
when and what of the war—he replied 
that the author of it was Satan, the 
end of it no one knows save that when 
it does come it must be the end not of 
this conflict merely but of wars, that 
to make the world safe we must spend 
the last drop of blood if needed to de- 
stroy alike militarism and autocracy; 
and that after this struggle, which 
may after all be that of Christ and 
Anti-Christ, we may pass without the 
tragedy of the crucifixion to the en- 
thronement of the human race. 
We 


do know that the United States is a 
nation which has for its foundation a 
great ideal, and that in it there will 
eventually be no distinction of native 
or foreign born, but all Americans. 


The United States, he said, have ac- 


complished three great things—they 
have given a new standard to nations, 
they have raised a remarkable army, 
for never had he seen a cleaner, finer, 
braver group 
athered xin .er any flag, 


and they have shown a unanimity of 
action which surpasses that of any 
other nation engaged in this war. 
Re- 


ferring to the I. "W. W. he brought 
forth the pertinent fact that it is ear- 
ier to be patriotic if we have a stake 
in the country, as these men have not. 
A foothold in the soil, a home and per- 
sonal interest go far to rivet the soul 
of the foreign born to the land to 
which he has come. 


In the old lands peoples live side by 


side but do not amalgamate. Century 
after century they so live and remain 
diverse in languages, thoughts, cus- 
toms. 
They come from all lands to 


America and are poured by driblets 
into the great melting pot. Old hab- 
its and associations are broken up, 
and in a little time all are Americans. 
Scarcely are there any who after a 
generation or two are of unmixed lin- 
eage. 
In the Centra! nations of Eu- 


rope today only 9,000,000 are Ger- 
man—the rest are Slavic, Celtic, Lat- 
in-—but in America we have 
taken 


the fragments of these peoples and 
have welded them into a nation. 


It is not in America a question of 


where a man was born, but if he has 
been born again. If he has in him the 
passion for freedom, 
justice. 
fair

a country which in its highest mani- 
festation, since it is not his fatherland, 
might well be called Brotherland. 


Space does not admit a satisfactory 


synopsis of this great patriotic ad- 
dress. 
'Full of the loftiest sentiments 


and ideals and rooted in a patriotism 
whose root is in the deepest founda- 
tions of his life, Dr. Steiner neverthe- 
less counseled wisely for conciliation, 
and for avoidance of laws or regula- 
tions drastic in their nature, since in 
no such way can pur main assimila- i 
live object be accomplished. We can- 
not assimilate by force or hate,, nor by 
law, but by love. 
In conclusion he 


paid a wonderful tribute to the mem- 
ory of Washington and Lincoln and 
told of the Russian peasant who would 
have kissed his feet because he came 
from "Holy America." 
To make it 


more completely what the Russian 
peasant had visioned, we must live, 
work, love and suffer together, that 
"government of, for and by the peo- 
ple may not perish from the earth." 


The close atttention which was ac- 


corded !Dr. Steiner was in a sense a 
personal tribute, but better than that 
it was evidence that the truths pre- 
sented by him were finding lodgement 
in the minds of his .hearers. 
Never, 


perhaps in On'eonta, has there been 
an address more interesting or more 
timely.
